For two years Hilgert worked in secrecy, and 
in danger, smuggling out his graphic reports 
since General Sexier had forbade all new'- 
paper work under threat of the hring squad. 
XA ith Hilgerl s dramatic flash. “ The Maine 
has been blown up," AP was ready. It as* 
sembled a trained war staff and assigned a 
flotilla ol dispatch boats that made newspaper 
history. Correspondents aboard the dispatch 
boats with the blockading fleet off Santiago 
were under fire and frequently mistaken for the 
enemy. * 
Today AP men are making newspaper Ins* 
lory again in the same tradition— AP men with 
the Mediterranean fleet, AP men in the Atlan­ 
tic, in Hie Pacific, AP men wherever there’s 
duty— and danger.

Breakdown of farm machinery 
in I P43 can mean the breaking of

Amundson spoke here yesterday 
afternoon to agricultural agents, 
farm implement dealers, members 
of rationing committees, and agri­ 
cultural teachers, from six Upper 
Peninsula counties at a meeting 
in Escanaba city hall. 
“ Our country s 
greatest 
need 
for food, both for its civilian and 
military and for lend-lease ship­ 
ment. forms 
the 
background for 
the story 
of 
increased 
produc­ 
tion,’* Amundson said. 
“ This necessary increase in food 
production by and large must he 
met by the farmer with the equip­ 
ment he now has on hand. The 
new machinery he can expect is 
not large enough to change the 
picture materially,’’ he added. 
By the time spring comes every 
piece of farm machinery should be 
in condition to aid in 
this 
pro­ 
gram of production. Through the 
agricultural 
agents, 
implement 
dealers and others who come into 
direct contact with 
the 
farmer, 
the farmer will he urged to avail 
himself of repair service, repair 
parts and other 
maintenance 
to 
put his equipment in the best pos­ 
sible condition, and to keep it that 
way through the period of equip­ 
ment scarcity.
